WASHINGTON, D. C.—Yielding to 


pressure by the A. F. of L., the Senate 
on Tuesday passed by 42 to 24 the Wag- 


ner Housing Bill. 
The Bill calls for a $460,000,000 program 
of Federal loans and grants to local hous- 


ing authorities constructing homes for 
low income groups. 

The Bill now goes to the House. Un- — 
der it a U. S. Housing Authority would 
be set up to administer the act. Housing 
activities now undertaken by various 
government agencies would be transfer- 


red to the new authority. 

The Federal assistance called for in 
the Wagner Bill consist of outright grants 
of 45 per cent of the total cost of the 
projects and 60-year loans for the re- 
mainder. 

The Bill has been one of the main 
measures backed by the A. F. of L. It 


has been bitterly fought by private build- 
ing interests.
